"These so-called go carts 
are barred frorn public 
roads," Oreer sgiid, "because 
they Ho not comply with ve­ 
hicle code requirements for 
lights, brakes, turn signals, 
horns and mufflers."

And, he pointed out, even 
if go carts could he legally 
equipped, the driver would 
be required to have a valid 
operator's license.

Greer also said operation 
of go carts on public streets 
is extremely hazardous, in 
that if, is difficult for auto­ 
mobile drivers to see the 
carts because of their low 
silhouette.

"Parents Should realize 
they are criminally liable if 
they allow their youngsters 
to operate these go carts il­ 
legally," Greer said. "I urge 
them to make sure use of 
these vehicles is restricted 
to private property, where 
the chance of a tragic acci­ 
dent is reduced."
